Tho statutes of last sessioa of the 
Doininiou Parliament having reached 
us the Act cstabliahiflg these Courts 
has coiuo under our consideration. 
Wo notice that tho JudgefoF'EKe*'"Su- 
promo Court, six in all, can be taken 
from the Superior Courts or Bar of 
auy of the Provinces, except two, who 
must come from Quebec. The salary 
of the Chief Justice is toTje'SBjOOQ and 
• of tho Puisne JiidgPH ?7,0U() per iin- 
num with retiring allowiuicos at tlio 
end of litt^en years serviije, or on bo- 
corainj; iilUictod with permanent inlir- 
luity, of two thirds of their salaries. 
The Supreme Court will have appel- 
late jurisdiction, to which iippeiils ciiu 
bo taken from the decisions of tlie Su- 
perior Courts of tho Provinces, and 
tho Court is to sit at Ottiuva in Janua- 
ry and Juno each year, and can dis- 
miss theapiieal or givo the judgment 
the Court bi'low .iliould hiivu given. 
Appeals under the Coutrovortod Eloc- 
tiou Act, (Dominion) from the decisions 
of tho Election Judge are to be taken 
to the Supreme Court at Ottawa in- 
stead of the Superior Courts of tho 
Province. Appeals can also bo taken 
to Ottawa from the decisions of tho 
Superior Courts in criminal and extra- 
dition cases; also in mandamus and 
habeas corpus cases with certain lim- 
itations. Tha Judges have original 
jurisdiction in habeas corpus cases. 
Special cases can bo riferrod to the 
Court by the Governor iu Council, and 
any two of tlie Judges can report upon 
auy private bill before tho House of 
Commons or Senate. The Cou -t also 
(where Provincial Legislature is held) 
.?an entertain disputes between tho 
Dominion and the Provinces, and 
between tho Provinces themselves; and 
in suits in which the constitutionality 
of any act of the Parliament of Cana- 
da, or of the Legislature of any Pro- 
vince is in question. The Exchequer 
Court is a Court presided over by the 
Supremo Court Judges, and her juiis- 
diction relating to tho revenue of tho 
Somihion, including actions, suits 
and proceedings by "wayof information 
to enforce penalties and proceedings 
by way of ioformatidn in remnr qui taui 
suits for jDenalties or forfeitures. This 
Gouffc ean''sit any where in the- Domin- 
ion before one Judge. The cases are 
to be tried according lo tho laws of the 
Provuice where the cau-e of action or- 
iginiiled ; and certain issues of fads 
ar • to he tiied before a jury and 
otiiers before the Judge alone. 
The Slieriffti are to be ex officio ofHcers of 
the court and bound toe.veeute its pro- 
cess. An .Vjipeal lion from tlie decisiou 
or 11 Juilge sitting in the Court of Ex- 
chequer to llie Iu 1 Court at Oltaua. 
Tiie deeisioi.-s ur« to be leported by uu 
oflicer wlio is to be Secretary to tiie 
Chief Justice and are to be pub'islieil 
by tlie Regis rar. This Act gives 
us a Uoun uf Appeal within the reacli 
of most KUitOrH, as tho costs will no 
doubt be low. At present an appeal 
to the judicial committee of the 
Privy Council in England involves 
such enurmous outlay for costs 
tliiit it is iJiactci.lly a dc:id letti-r. 
V\'e are of opinion that the Sii|)rerne 
Court at Ottawa will be of g> ' hl use 
in settling constitutional ijuesiious 
which arc! begiuiiiug to crop out, and 
it 19 most de.sirabio that uniformity- 
should jjreviiil ou these points through- 
out tho whole Dominion. Our Judges, 
too, here, wo have no doubt, will look 
carefully into the cases brought before 
them and jirepare their judt,'ments in 
sucli a way as to stand the tost of an 
!ip[)e(il to Ottawa. We may also look 
forv.'ard to Bcuiug a Supremo Court 
tJu'lgo fnuu Ottawa liultliiig tho Ex 
chL-(j nor Court here, with our profes- 
siouai gentlemen practising befoie 
him, and also to'our Bar availing them- 
selves of the wider field thrown open 
to than^lSJ' going to Ottawa to argue 
cases before the Full Court. Wo may 
also expect to see in time our Province 
rejiiesented on tlie Supreme Coiu-t 
bench. Upon tlio whoh'lhoAct is most 
lu-nt-licial to the weaker Pr(jvinces hav- 
ing uu A))peilafe t'ourlsof their own, 
auil on that account most welcome to 
us. Ontario and Quebec having their 
own Appellate Court, soarcelj nepd the 
appellate jurisdiction. There is some 
Iciiisialion by our Local House re- 
(|uii(_'d to givo the Act full scope, 
which wo trust will bo had on the call- 
ing to;,'etluir of tho new House. Thus 
wo see every session billn carefully 
prepared una passed into law, which 
arc of incalculable advantage to us, 
and tend more and more to cement 
and jiorpetuute the happy union of all 
tho I'lovini'os. 



nnd then formed a partnership with Lis 
rouiipest brother, A. N. Eioharda, now 
of our city, which oontinnod until 
tbo Chief Justice's elevation to tho Bench 
of Ontario. In 18i7 ho contostod the 
County of Loeda at tho Ronenil election, 
in tho'Roform interest, as a supporter i f 
Hon. Robert Baldwin, and ch featcd tho 
celebrated Ogle R. Gowau, Oiniul Mas- 
ter of tba OruDgomen of B. N. A. Upon 
Mr. Buldwin retirinpr, Hon Fruiu'islaow 
Sir Francis) Ilincks fornio l .'Hi aduiinia- 
triitiou in wliii'h tho now Chief Justico 
became Attorney Genor.\l, fuul ugiihi de- 
fuatod Mr. Opwan in 1851. A vac.incy 
oconrriug on the- Common Ploaa Bench 
in 1853, ha was appointed a Puisua Judge 
of that Court, and rabseqaently Chief 
Justice of the eome Court, and afterwards 
Chief Justico of the Queen's Bench, on 
the rotiromont of Chief Justice Draper 
to tho Court of Error and AppeQl. We 
see, therefore, that tho Cliiof Justice 
oomes to tho judgment seal of the high- 
est Court iu tho Dominion with t-ivmily- 
two years experience as a judge, which 
IS not often the caEO with a mau under 
sixty years of ago. Wo may further ob- 
serve that lie comes from a Benob of 
Judges whoso decisions have always been 
u])hold ou apjjHal to tlie Judicial Com- 
mitteo of tho Privy Council in England, 
except in one case from Ohancory, in 
wbiob the jadgment was slightly modifi- 
ed, although in the main UDheld.

Ho 
Aflts articled to tho lute George Mallooh, 
manysjTFWCs County;, Judge at uBrookvilU^ 
and .completed his studiea under him. 
when ho wan iulmitt(Ml im nltoriu'v nnd 
calh'il t'l the Ili'.r abdiit, IM.'IS, ][,)' coni- 
lueiiei.'il practice at UrockviUu ami Hubao- 
iiuenlly t'lit u-ed into i)rtrtnurshi[) with 
his old masU'r, Mr. Malloch, and continu- 
ed with him uulil uy law Mr. Mulloch

(JRNTLEMEN: — As n general eleotion 
for menibors to rej)resent you in the Lo- 
cal Parliament of t his Province is about 
to take pliiee, 1 h:tvo detenmned, in ac- 
cordance with a very general request of 
tho electors of your District, to offer my- 
self as a candidate. 

Tho early date at •which I hear the 
elections are to bo held will prevent my 
meeting you iiersonally, as I had intend- 
ed. I therefore take this opportunity of 
giving you my views 011 some of tlio most 
important questions that are likely to oc- 
cupy the attention of tho next Legisla- 
ture. 

The Indian question I consider of the 
greatest importance, and one that should 
be attended to at the earliest possible 
moment. Living, as I do, amongst a 
portion of the most discontented, I si)ook 
with authority when I say that unless a 
speedy settlement is arrived at, conse- 
quencea of a very grave nature are likely 
to arise. Tho Indians are not unreason- 
able iu their demands; what they want is 
a fair settlement, and I cannot see why 
this should not have taten place almost 
immeiiiately after tloiifederntion. 

The sehnol system of this Province I 
consider good, anil with the sueeos-i u]!- 
pareut that has attended tho boarding 
school at Cache Creek, I 'Nvould advocate 
a further expenditure in that dir^ctiou, 
and oonsider that Kamloops and other 
portions of this largo Province should 
have institutions erected of a like charao- 
tor. 

Tho formation of Agricultural Rocietios 
througliout tliu Province,", you ar(^ aware, 
I have for soiiio time advoiMtcd, and I 
wo-did supjKjrl tiiiy measure giviug a lib- 
eral graul of muiiey to aid such aooioties. 
It will be the moans of liringing farmers 
aud stock- raisers together, of comparing 
stock and inducing the importation of 
good blood. 

Tho early pommencemeiit of tho Rail- 
way on the Mainland of 13rilish Columbia 
is of tho greatest iin])ortanco to the set- 
th-r.s in this section of our Proviuco. 

Tho late negotiations that have taken 
place with regard to a relaxation of the 
Terins of Union I have been opposed to. 
and consider that under nocircumstances 
.should they liavo been ontored into with- 
out eonsulling t lie jieopli'. They have, 
hiijipily for us, been iiusnecessful, but as 
it iH roporl(>il lliiit fre.sh negotiations are 
likely to take place and tho question must 
bo considered at au early date by our Lo- 
cal Government, I would support no 
Government who in treating with tho Do- 
minion novcrnnient did not insist on an 
early eoninicnceiiieiit of railway construc- 
tion oil the Mitinliuiil, and an equal dis- 
tribution between Vaucoiiver Island and 
the iMiunland of any coni|icu.'iali()ii Hint 
might bo oH'ered for tho iioiifulliliucnt of 
the Terms of Union. I oonsider that 
should fresh negotiations take place some 
arrangement should bo coiun to with the 
Uoiuiniou (iovernnieiit by which our 
Tarifl' nliould be HO iiiodilicil as to .crivo 
us some iirotection for our stock interest. 

Should you, gentlenieu, do mo tUe 
honor of electing mo as ono of your re- 
presentatives, r shall feel it alw'ays my 
duty to advocate tho expenditure of pub- 
lic monies on public works iis far as the 
revouno of the Province will allow, but 
that only on works of a nqiroductivo 
charactiu'. 

I consider that tho (ioveriiiuent of the 
Province should be cdfiiiKl on with the 
strictest economy coin))alible with pub- 
lic elTieiency; that ta.valion should lie 
eijualizod so that tho rich man pay his 
fair proportion with tho poor, ■which ia 
not tho case now. I trnst that those views 
will bo acceptable to you, and should you 
return mo as ono of your representatives, 
I shall endeavor at all times to obtain 
your views on all public questions, and 
thus be enabled to act according to the 
well understood wishes of my constitu- 
ents.
